Los Angeles, June 10 (U.P).—Zoot-suited hoodlums, still 
battling uniformed service men after six nights of street 
rioting, today were joined by their Pachuco girls who 
slashed and beat a young woman and tossed gasoline flares 


into a theatre. 
The renewed violence caused the 
Navy shore patrol to extend the 
iceman's out-of-bounds area to 
clude several Los Angeles sub- 
bs as well as the city itself. 
Since the rioting started, 110 men 
have been hospitalized with serious 
injuries and police estimated that 
109 to 150 more were hurt and 
treated by private physicians. 

Entrance of the Pachuco girls, 
female counter-parts of the hood- 
lums, was disclosed when Betty 
Morgan, 22, a waitress, told police 
that as she left her home this 
morning three girls, wearing knee- 
length coats, knocked her down, 
kicked her in the breast and cut 
ber face with a razor.
